work in the ferreting out of enemy 
agents. 
These meetings have been held 


weeklv for nearly two months, it 
was disclosed today, although here- 
tofore care has beien taken to main- 
tain secrecy. 
Officials finally con- 


sented 
t:> publications of the 
facts 


after as it became evident that prop- 
aganda is being conducted through- 
out the country for a consolidation 
of the bureaus. 


Represented at these conferences 


are the department of justice's bu- 
reau of investigation, the largest of 
the 
government's 
secret 
service 


agencies, the intelligence bureaus of 
the army, navy and state depart- 
ments, respectively, and the treas- 
ury's customs bureau and secret ser- 
vice. 
The 
meetings were 
called 


first in January. 


At 
these conferences particular 


phases of espionage cases are dis- 
cussed and suggestions or sidelights 
on the situation are (riven. 
These 


discussions, the 
participants sar. 


have demonstrated the need for close 
co-ordination of the bureaus. 


The most marked community of j 


interest is said to have develonod 
between the bureau of investigation 
of the department of justice and the 
armv intelligence service. 


The same sort of co-operation, al- 


though to a lesser degree, is said to 
be maintained with the naw and 
state department bureaus ot intelli- 
gence and with the customs bureau 
and secret service of the treasury. 
The army intelligence bureau has re- 
ceived daily reports from the justice 
department's 
bureau 
of investiga- 


tion and other government agencies 
oa the nersons or subjects under in- 
vestigation and has transmitted parts 
of these reports to other bureaus 
particularly interested. 


The co-ordination of the different 


bureaus is known to have been dis- 
cussed at recent cabinet meetings, 
but it is said that absolute consoli- 
dation has been frowned upon.

John E. Redmond fought for home 
rule in Ireland and for a majority of 
that time he was the recognized 
leader of Ireland's "struggle for lib- 
erty." As Charman of 
the 
Irish 


Parliamentary Party—the national- 
ists—he exerted a powerful influence 
in bringing about the creation of the 
Irish convention organized in July. 
1917, to devise a system of govern- 
ment for the island- 


When David Lloyd 
George 
the 


British Premier, in that year offered 
two methods of settling the 
vexed 


Irish question, it was Redmond who, 
as spokesman for the nationalists, 
rejected the proposition for a parti- 
tion of Ireland and, instead, accept- 
ed Lloyd George's alternative plan 
for the convocation of the Irish Con- 
vention in which Irishmen of nearly 
all parties and creeds might-meet in- 
the effort to compose their 
differ- 


ences and draft a constitution that 
would afford justice to all. 


Redmond was one of the delegates

even during the exciting days of the 
Sinn Fein revolution, decrying the 
rebellion, but attributing it to Ger- 
man plotting in the United States.

down he used all thp eloquence of 
which he was capable in pleading for 
leniency toward the great mass of 
the rebels, and in urging a speedy 
settlement pf thp differences that had 
caused the revolt. 


His eloquent addrps^ in the House 


of Commons on October 18. 1916, 
demanding immediate home rule and 
th» releasp of the Irish revolutionists 
nailed forth an answer from Premier 
Lloyd George in which the Premier

continued Sir Eric, "that as our re- 
sources improved we would be able 
to turu our attention more to the 
Mediterranean.

flcota are nssistlrtK the Greeks in

which is already eo-oneraitnp in the 
Mediterranean and rendering val- 
uable service." 


Sir Eric described briefly his tour

glowing reports in

press and great doubtles as the ef- 
fort of that countrv is, there is no 
doubt a 
considerable 
time 
must 


elapse before the desired output is 
secured. To reach production at the 
rate of 3.000.000 tons a year is well 
within the capacity of our ship yards 
but those results cannot be obtained 
unless the maximum output is given 
by every one concerned. 


"We had hoped that before 
the 


end of the second quarter of this 
year the output of tonnage would 
overtake and pass the enemv's de- 
struction. That is still possible but 
onlv if we pull together. 


"As to the destruction of German 


submarines I have no reason to de- 
part from mv opinion that_ the sub- 
marine is held but not 
mastered. 


Submarines are being destroyed in 
increasing numbers and as our meth- 
ods develop the numbers will further 
increase. There is a growing reluc- 
tance on the part of the 
German 


crews to put to sea. The chances of 
a submarine returning from a voy- 
age in the waters around England 
are one in four or one in five. For 
some months, we believe, we and the 
Americans have been sinking subma- 
rins as fast as they are built. 


"The rate of exaggeration in the 


enemy's publication of tonnage al- 
leged to hive been sunk increases 
steadily. The rpte in January was 
four and one-half times that of the 
first quart°r 


"The efforts of the British navy 


and the navi»s of its allies are being 
developed and a large program 
of 


anti-submarine craft and devices is 
being pushed forward, although the 
lag in the mercantile ship building 
is reflected here also.

10 months of war. the United States 
produced as many rifles as Great 
Britain did in two and a half years 
of war. the charge that the depart- 
ment fell down on the rifle question 
appears to be a ridiculous canard

type as a colossal blunder would only

the use of green forage 


crops with corn is more profitable 
than the practice of feeding corn 
alone to hogs is shown by results 
obtained in tests conducted at the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion—pigs averaging 66 1-2 pounds 
in weight at the beginning of the ex- 
periment were pastured 62 days on 
bluegrass, 
some 
receiving 
corn 


alone and others a mixture of eight 
parts of corn to one of tankage. 


When corn alone was fed the use 


of pasture increased the rate of gain 
77 3-4 per cent and lowered the 
amount of grain required for a unite 
of grain in weight 32 1-4 per cent. 
When tankage was fed with corn 
the use of pasture still added mater- 
ially to the rate 
and 
economy of 


gains but not to the extent that it 
did when corn alone was fed. In 
later experiments in which smaller 
proportions of tankage were used, 
better results were secured t£an 
from the use of corn alone. 


The hogs fed corn alone in dry 


lot gained only two-thirds of a "pound 
daily, while those fed corn on pas- 
ture gained one and a fifth pounds. 
The ^alue of the gains over the 
value of feed of the hogs fed corn 
alone was four cents, with corn at 
$1.54 
a bushel and hogs at $14 per 


hundredweight. The sain made by 
the hogs fed corn on pasture was 
valued at $12.82 above the cost of 
feed and pasture, which was figur- 
ed at $16 an acre. An acre of pas- 
ture in this case was figured to re- 
place grain worth $67. 


Other experiments 
have 
shown 


that more satisfactory results can 
be obtained from the use of crops 
like alfalfa, clover and rape than 
from bluegrass pasture.

But 
owing to the fact that the usual re- 
serve was wholly used up last year, 
the stocks ready for use are not 
large. 


This means that every garden- 


worker will do well to get his order 
in early. This is not so much to get 
ahead of other people, as to make 
the dealers realize that there is going 
to be a tremendous demand, and that 
they must speed up for the grand 
rush soon to come on. 


Most people show far too little 


discrimination in ordering seed-.^They 
should consider the needs of "their 
climate and their soil, and the lay 
of the land, with reference to the 
sun. Seed that will mature on warm 
land may prove too late for a colder 
location. Before buying a thing they 
should consult experienced garden- 
ers among their own neighbors, 
it now!
